SUPREME SACRIFICE 


NEW SMYRNA CALLED UPON TO 


MOURN PASSING OF FIRST LO- 


CAL MAN TO GIVE HIS LIFE IN 


FRANCE. 


In the death of John Mooney, New 


Smyrna mourns the passing of the 
first one of her citizens to make the 
supreme sacrifice in France. 


With nearly a hundred of her young 


men in the service of the army and 
navy and with many of these in the 
thick of the fighting on the battle- 
fields, the people of New Smyrna 
•waited with almost 
breathless 
ex- 


pectancy through the period of Amer- 
ica's engagement in the world con- 
flict, fearing every day to hear that 
one or more of these boys had been 
called upon to make the sacrifice 
which he gave himself to make, if 
necessary, when he entered the ser- 
vice. 


Up to this week no word of casualty 


affecting any of the young men from 
this city had come from across the 
seas, then, with a sad shock conies 
the newl5 that John Mooney, well 
known and well liked, had died in 
-Prance 
February 
23 of 
bronchial 


pneumonia, while in service with the 
motor transport department. 


John Mooney was called for service 


last fall and sent to Camp Meade, 
Mai-viand. 
After a short period of 


training in camp he was put in the 
motor transport 
division and ssnt 


across to the battlefields for duty. 
Letters to friends in this city indicat- 
ed he was enjoying his service with 
the army and that he was making 
good in his labors for Uncle Sam. No 
news that he had been sick w^s re- 
ceived here and the announcement 
of his death came as a sad shock. 


The news of his passing eaine in a 


letter to D. N. Disbennett, secretary 
of the New Smyrna lodge of Masons, 
of which John was a member, from 
P. L. Miller of Sftnford, the letter 


, containing a. copy of a telegram re- 


ecived by nig-mether, Mrs. .'Williams, 
of Sanford, from the war department 
announcing his death February 23. 
No particulars were contained in the 
telegram other than that the cause 
of death was bronchial pneumonia. 


Mr. Mooney was for several year an 


employe of the Florida Bast Coast 
railroad here as engine 
inspector 


and hostler. He had many friends in 
New Smyrna. 


TO PREPARE FISH LAW 


FOR VOLUSIA COUNTY 


At the meeting of the board of 


county commissioners held last week 
Judge R. P. Hamlin was requested 
to prepare and present to the next 
meeting of the board a bill for the pro- 
tection of fish in the St. Johns river 
and in the fresh water lakes of Volu- 
sia county. Because of the differences 
throughout the state it seems impos- 
sible to obtain a state-wide fish law, 
and Volusia county will make an ef- 
fort to have passed a lav/ which will 
protect the fish in this county alone. 
Judge Hamlin, as solicitor and later 
judge of the criminal court, has had 
much experience with the conflicting 
interests in the fish business and is in 
position to draw up a bill which will 
meet the approval of the majority of 
the people of the county, and which it 
will be possible to enforce. 
At the 


present time it is almost impossible 
to enorce the laws on the books and 
there is no protection whatever for 
fish in the lakes. Judge Perkins had 
a good law passed when he was in 
the senate, but this was later repealed. 
After the tentative law drawn up by 
Judge Hamlin 
is approved 
by the 


board of county commissioners it will 
'be referred to our senator and repre 
•sentatives with the request that they 
pcss it through the legislature.—De- 
Land News.

SWINDLERS DEFRAUDING 


RELATIVES OF SOLDIERS 


Postmaster G. W. Brown has receiv- 


ed word from 
Washington that the 


war department and postoffice officials 
are planning a vigorous campaign, 
against swindlers who are again seek- 
ng to defraud relatives of soldiers 
through fake 
telegrams 
and letters. 


Complaints from relatives are again 
reaching 
the 
department 
showing 


that demobilization has given a bet- 
ter opportunity for such criminal oper- 
ations. 


The usual practice is for the swind- 


ler to obtain the names of relatives 
of a soldier from the published cas- 
ualty lists. A telegram signed in the 
soldier's name is sent stating that he 
is free to come home on a furlough if 
his relatives wire money for the trip, 
and in filing the message the sender 
waives identification and asks his rel- 
atives to do the same. 
Sometimes 


relatives are asked to send money to 
the soldier in* care of general delivery 
at the city postoffice. 


A similar outbreak occurred during 


the war. but was checked by the 
warning to relatives sent out by the 
war department through the press. 
Officials say that in no case should rel- 
atives waive complete 
identification 


in transmitting funds to soldiers.

Any unmarried person whose 1918 


net income was $1,000 or over. Wid- 
ows and widowers, divorcees and mar- 
ried persons who are living apart from 
their husbands or wives, are for the 
purposes of the Income Tax classed as 
unmarried. 


Any married person living with wife 


or husband whose 1918 net income was 
$2,000 or over. 
The income of both 


husband and wife must be considered, 
together with the earnings of minoi 
children, if any. 


Revenue Bureau Offers Aid.

Each person in the United States 


who is in either of these classifications • 
must get busy at once if penalties are, 
to be avoided. 
He should secure a ' 


blank Form 1040 A for reporting net; 
income up to $5,000, or Form 1040 if 
his net income exceeded that amount. • 
Forms are being distributed by Collec- j 
tors and their Deputies, also by banks.! 
By following the instructions on the 
> 


forms a correct return can be prepared 
at home. If a person needs advice or j 
aid, the Deputy Collectors'in.the field 
will furnish this without charge. 
| 


The new Revenue law places the In- 


come Tai duty on citizens and rest-' 
dents. The Internal Revenue Bureau 
is sending its men to work right with 
the public to get the tax and the re-: 
turns in. 
With active co-operation j 


every tax due March 15 will be paid 
and every return required by law will 
be in the Revenue offices on time. 


Exemptions Are Allowed. 


A single person is allowed a personal 


exemption of $1,000. If he is support- 
ing in his household relatives who are 
dependent upon him he may claim the 
status of the head of a family who has 
the same exemption as if married. 


A married person who lives with 


wife or husband is allowed a personal 
exemption of $2,000. 
The head of a 


family is entitled to claim a similar 
personal exemption. 


An additional exemption of ?200 is 


allowed for each person under eight- 
een or incapable of self support who 
was dependent upon and received his 
chief support from the taxpayer. 


A husband and wife living togethet 


are entitled to but one personal ex- 
emption of $2,000. If they make sep- 
arate returns the exemption may be 
claimed by either or divided. 


Accuracy Required. 


Absolute accuracy is necessary in 


making up income figures. Any per- 
son who is working for wages should 
find out exactly how much he received 
during the whole year 1918. Fees, 
bank Interest, bond interest, dividends, 
rents received and all other items 
must be reported 
correctly.

unjust alike to the taxpayer and the 
Government and defeat the proper ad- 
ministration of the law.

Fifth Issue of Liberty Bonds 


Will Be Most Attractive 


Investment of All, in the 


Opinion of Finan- 


cial Experts 


The fifth issue of Liberty bonds, or 


"Victory Bonds" as they will be called, 
will offer the investor the most attrac- 
tive opportunity of any issue made 
by the government, according to a 
tentative agreement made by Secre- 
tary of the Treasury Carter Glass wtth 
the ways and means committee 
of 


the National House 
of Representa- 


tives. 


It is considered probable that the 


bonds will pay a higher rate of inter- 
est than any of the previous issues, 
but they will be issued for 
shorter 


terms, maturing in from one to five 
years. 


The government does not wish to 


assume the obligation of a high In- 
terest rate for a long period of years, 
but is willing to pay an attractive rate 
during the present unsettled 
condi- 


tions. It is expected that events will 
so shape themselves in the next lew 
years that a holder of these short 
term bonds, after drawing a good in- 
terest rate until they mature, will then 
be able to "cash them in" and invest 
the returns in business or in other 
torons of securities at an advantage- 
ous time. 
For this reason it is ex- 


pected that the new bonds will find a 
ready market. 


Secretary Glass announces that an 


Intensive popular campaign for the 
Victory loan -will start not later tham 
April 21. It is not expected that any 
definite statement as to interest tai ex- 
emptions or other details will be made 
much in advance of that date, as con- 
ditions are constantly changing. But 
that the new bonds will be made an at- 
tractive investment is considered cer- 
tain. 


Secretary Makes Statement 


An official statement issued by Sec- 


retary Glass follows: 


'The Victory Liberty Loan campaign 


will begin not later than April 21. The 
requirements of the treasury are im- 
perative and cannot be financed with- 
out such a campaign. 
The form and 


terms of the securities to be issued 
remain to be determined. 
Whether 


they be bonds or notes, it is absolutely 
essential that 
the 
widest possible 


measure of distribution be realized. 
This will necessitate a campaign of 
the same character as that conducted 
in the past through the existing Lib- 
erty Loan organizations. 
They have 


pledged again their united support in 
order that the Victory Liberty Loan 
bonds or notes may be distributed as 
widely as possible among the Ameri- 
can people." 


This furnishes the first official no- 


tice of the date of the campaign, and 
disposes of the minor that securities 
would be disposed of among the banks 
instead of being offered the general 
Bublic.

an Eight Hour Day and Stand- 


ard Minimum Wage.

ants, who will go Into the home by the | 
day, hour or week and work on a | 
schedule of hours and filed wages, 
hare been Inaugurated by the Young j 
Women's Christian Association as a 1 
means for meeting the problem of do- j 
mestic service.

The object of this course, now being [ 


tried out in New York City, is to place 
domestic service on the same dignified 
basis as clerical work, trained nursing 
or other professions open to women. 


The home assistant will work eight 


hours a day for a salary of $15 a week. 
She will not live in the home of her 
employer or take her meals there. She 
will have an hour for luncheon, when 
she can go to a restaurant or eat a 
luach which she has brought with her 
just as she would were she employed 
In a factory. 
The employer will not i 


address the home worker by her first j 
name. She will be Miss Smith or Mrs. | 
Brown, as the case may be. 


Applicants for the course are care- 


fully selected, and registrants are ap- 
pearing in large numbers. 
With the 


same independence as to recreation 
hours, places of eating and living as 
the factory girl, house-work has a 
greater appeal, as being a less monoto- 
nous and more interesting work to the 
average woman. 


The course is a thorough one in plain 


cooking, waiting on table and door, 
chamber work, plain sewing, care of 
children, making of menus and the 
washing and ironing of light things. 
Heavy work la to be done by outside 
workers. 
On graduation the student 


receives a certificate which proves her 
qualification as a dependable home 
worker capable of attending to all ordi- 
nary duties ID a home. 


The Young Women's Christian Asso- 


ciation has been interested In the prob- 
lem of domestic service both from the 
standpoint of the employee and from 
that of the employer for some years. 
The first commission on Household 
Employment made its report at the 
fifth national convention of the Young 
Women's Christian Association held in 
Los Angeles, Cal., In May, 1915. 


The difficulties of attracting capable 


women to this field of work were laid 
to the long hours, lack of independence 
in arranging recreation hours, lack of 
opportunities for growth and progress 
and lack of social standing. 


Girls have acquired a distaste for 


the conditions which govern household 
work since the freedom they have ex- 
perienced in working in munition fac- 
tories. By standardizing domestic serv- 
ice it Is believed by the Young Wo- 
men's Christian Association that a 
higher type of worker may be at- 
tracted to the necessary work In home*.

Smyrna mourns the passing of the 
first one of her citizens to make the 
supreme sacrifice in France. 


With nearly a hundred of her young 


men in the service of the army and 
navy and with many of these in the 
thick of the fighting on the battle- 
fields, the people of New Smyrna 
•waited with almost 
breathless 
ex- 


pectancy through the period of Amer- 


. ica's engagement in the world con- 


flict, fearing every day to hear that 
one or more of these boys had been 
called upon to make the sacrifice 
which he gave himself to make, if 
necessary, when he entered the ser- 
vice. 


Up to this week no word of casualty 


affecting any of the young men from 
this city had come from across the 
seas, then, with a sad shock comes 
the new^ that John Mooney, well 
known and well liked, had died in 


—France 
February 
23 of 
bronchial 


pneumonia, while in service with the 
motor transport department. 


John Mooney was called for service 


last fall and sent to Camp Meade, 
Maiyland. 
After a short period of 


training in camp he was put in the 
motor transport 
division and ssnt 


across to the battlefields for duty. 
Letters to friends in this city indicat- 
ed he was enjoying his service with 
the army and that he was making 
good in his labors for Uncle Sam. No 
news that he had been sick w^s re- 
ceived here and the announcement 
of his death came as a sad shock. 


The news of his passing caine in a 


letter to D. N. Disbennett, secretary 
of the New Smyrna lodge of Masons, 
of which John was a member, from 
F. L. Miller of Sanford, the letter 


, containing a. copy of a telegram re- 


ecived by liig-mether, Mrs.-Williams, 
of Sanford, from the war department 
announcing his death February 23. 
No particulars were contained in the 
telegram other than that the cause 
of death was bronchial pneumonia. 


Mr. Mooney was for several year an 


employe of the Florida Bast Coast 
railroad here as engine 
inspector 


and hostler. He had many friends in 
New Smyrna.

TO PREPARE FISH LAW 


FOR VOLUSIA COUNTY 


At the meeting of the board of 


county commissioners held last week 
Judge R. P. Hamlin was requested 
to prepare and present to the next 
meeting of the board a bill for the pro- 
tection of fish in the St. Johns river 
and in the fresh water lakes of Volu- 
sia county. Because of the differences 
throughout the stats it seems impos- 
sible to obtain a state-wide fish law, 
and Volusia county will make an ef- 
fort to have passed a lav,1 which will 
protect the fish in this county alone. 
Judge Hamlin, as solicitor and later 
judge of the criminal court, has had 
much experience with the conflicting 
interests in the fish business and is in 
position to draw up a bill which will 
meet the approval of the majority of 
the people of the county, and which it 
will be possible to enforce. 
At the 


present time it is almost impossible 
to enorce the laws on the books and 
there is no protection whatever for 
fish in the lakes. Judge Perkins had 
a good law passed when he was in 
the senate, but this was later repealed. 
After the tentative law drawn up by 
Judge Hamlin 
is approved 
by the 


board of county commissioners it will 
"be referred to our senator and repre- 
sentatives with the request that they 
poss it through the legislature.—De 
Land News.

SWINDLERS DEFRAUDING 


RELATIVES OF SOLDIERS 


Postmaster G. W. Brown has receiv- 


ed word from 
Washington that the 


war department and postoffice officials 
are planning a vigorous campaign 
against swindlers who are again seek- 
ng to defraud relatives of soldiers 
hrough fake 
telegrams 
and letters. 


Complaints from relatives are again 
reaching 
the 
department 
showing 


that demobilization has given a bet- 
ter opportunity for such criminal oper- 
ations. 


The usual practice is for the swind- 


ler to obtain the names of relatives 
of a soldier from the published cas- 
ualty lists. A telegram signed in the 
soldier's name is sent stating that he 
is free to come home on a furlough if 
his relatives wire money for the trip, 
and in filing the message the sender 
waives identification and asks his rel- 
atives to do the same. 
Sometimes 


relatives are asked to send money to 
the soldier in* care of general delivery 
at the city postoffice. 


A similar outbreak occurred during 


the war. but was checked by the 
warning to relatives sent out by the 
war department through the press. 
Officials say that in no case should rel- 
atives waive complete 
identification 


in transmitting funds to soldiers.

Educational courses to prepare won- 


en as aides In the rehabilitation of 
wounded soldiers have been opened at 
the Germantown, Pa., Young Women's 
Christian Association. 


A. reconstruction massage course, 


lectures In anatomy, physiology, mus- 
cle work and remedial movement mas- 
sage, theory and practice, electrother- 
apy and hydrotherapy are given by 
doctors and nurses, who also (uper- 
vlse practical work at the Y. W. C. A.

SHORT TERM BONDS 


AT HIGH INTEREST 
FOR VICTORY LOAN 


Fifth Issue of Liberty Bonds 


Will Be Most Attractive 


Investment of All, in the 


Opinion of Finan- 


cial Experts 


The fifth Issue of Liberty bonds, or 


"Victory Bonds" as they will be called, 
will offer the investor the most attrac- 
tive opportunity of any issue made 
by the government, according to a 
tentative agreement made by Secre- 
tary of the Treasury Carter Glass with 
the ways and means committee 
of 


the National House 
of Representa- 


tives. 


It is considered probable that the 


bonds will pay a higher rate of inter- 
est than any of the previous issues, 
but they will be issued for 
shorter 


terms, maturing in from one to five 
years. 


The government does not wish to 


assume the obligation of a high in- 
terest rate for a long period of years, 
but is willing to pay an attractive rate 
during the present unsettled 
condi- 


tions. It Is expected that events will 
so shape themselves in the next lew 
years that a holder of these short 
term bonds, after drawing a good in- 
terest rate until they mature, will then 
be able to "cash them in" and invest 
the returns in business or in other 
terms of securities at an advantage- 
ous time. 
For this reason it is ex- 


pected that the new bonds will find a 
ready market. 


Secretary Glass announces that an 


Intensive popular campaign for the 
Victory loan will start not later tham 
April 21. It is not expected that any 
definite statement as to interest tax ex- 
emptions or other details will be made 
much in advance of that date, as con- 
ditions are constantly changing. But 
that the new bonds will be made an at- 
tractive investment is considered cer- 
tain. 


Secretary Makes Statement 


An official statement issued by Sec- 


retary Glass follows: 


"The Victory Liberty Loan campaign 


will begin not later than April 21. The 
requirements of the treasury are im- 
perative and cannot be financed with- 
out such a campaign. 
The form and 


terms of the securities to be issued 
remain to be determined. 
Whether 


they be bonds or notes, it is absolutely 
essentia-1 that 
the 
widest possible 


measure of distribution be realized. 
This will necessitate a campaign of 
the same character as that conducted 
in the past through the existing Lib- 
erty Loan organizations. 
They have 


pledged again their united support in 
order that the Victory Liberty Loan 
bonds or notes may be distributed as 
widely as possible among the Ameri- 
can people." 


This furnishes the first official no- 


tice of the date of the campaign, and 
disposes of the rumor that securities 
would be disposed of among the banks 
instead of being offered the general 
BUbiic. 


Workers Are Busy 


Reports received trom chairmen and 


other members of the Liberty Loan or- 
ganizations all over the country and 
especially In the Sixth Federal He- 
serve District, gives assurance that 
the faithful workers In former cam- 
paigns do not intend to quit until the 
job is finished. Organization is be- 
ing perfected well in advance, 
and 


plans laid tor a brief and 
effective 


campaign. 


Four types of bonds are now be- 


ing considered by the Treasury De- 
partment, to suit varyiag tastes in. in- 
vestments. 
Their principal features 


are: 


One class of bonds at a low rate 


of interest, possibly four per cent, and 
exempt from all federal taxation; one 
at a comparatively high rate; possi- 
bly five per cent, and subject to all 
federal taxes; a third bearing a mod- 
erate rate of interest, perhaps 4% Per 
cent, and exempt from normal income 
tax; and a fourth class, exempt from 
taxation up to a certain amount.

COuRSES PLANNED 


Trained Home-Maker Is to Have 


an Eight Hour Day and Stand- 


ard Minimum Wage. 


Courses for training home assist- 


ants, who will go Into the home by the 
day, hour or week and work on a 
schedule of hours and filed wages, 
hare been Inaugurated by the Young 
Women's Christian Association as a 
means for meeting the problem o£ do- 
mestic service. 


The object of this course, now being 


tried out in New York City, Is to place 
domestic service on the same dignified 
basis as clerical work, trained nursing 
or other professions open to women. 


The home assistant will work eight 


hours a day for a salary ot $15 a week. 
She will not Hve in the home of her 
employer or take her meals there. She 
will have an hour for luncheon, when 
she can go to a restaurant or eat a 
luach which she has brought with her 
just as she would were she employed 
In a factory. The employer will not 
address the home worker by her first 
name. She will be Miss Smith or Mrs. 
Brown, as the case may be. 


Applicants for the course are care- 


fully selected, and registrants are ap- 
pearing in large numbers. With the 
same independence as to recreation 
hours, places of eating and living as 
the factory girl, house-work has a 
greater appeal, as being a less monoto- 
nous and more Interesting work to the 
average woman. 


The course 13 a thorough one In plain 


cooking, waiting on table and door, 
chamber work, plain sewing, care of 
children, making of menus and the 
washing and Ironing of light things. 
Heavy work Is to be done by outside 
workers. 
On graduation the student 


receives a certificate which proves her 
qualification as a dependable home 
worker capable of attending to all ordi- 
nary duties In a home. 


The Young "Women's Christian Asso- 


ciation has been Interested In the prob- 
lem of domestic service both from the 
standpoint of the employee and from 
that of the employer for some years. 
The first commission on Household 
Employment made its report at the 
fifth national convention of the Young 
Women's Christian Association held In 
Los Angeles, Cal., In May, 1915. 


The difficulties of attracting capable 


womeu to this field of work were laid 
to the long hours, lack of independence 
in arranging recreation hours, lack of 
opportunities for growth and progress 
and lack of social standing. 


Girls have acquired a distaste for 


the conditions which govern household 
work since the freedom they have ex- 
perienced In working in munition fac- 
tories. By standardizing domestic serv- 
ice it Is believed by the Young Wo- 
men's Christian Association that a 
higher type of worker may be at- 
tracted to the necessary work in home*.
